Just Another Dud 

A New Mexico man has a new one. 
He proposes a pension of from $30 to $50 
a month for each person over 21 years 
of age. Nothing said about half-pensions 
to provide the children with spending 
money. 

But it isn’t Social Credit he proposes. 
The difference is that he wants the fed- 
eral Government to collect the money. by 
the time-honored method of taxation. The 
Social Credit idea is that a Government 
does not need to collect dividends; all it 
need do is pay them. 

He estimates the plan would cost $25.- 
000,000,000 a year, which seems quite 
likely. The average annual turn-over in 
the republic being between $30,000,000,000 
and $40,000,000,000, the new “transaction 
tax’ would call for an increase of prices— 
and wages—of about 70 per cent. Con- 
gress will not likely adopt the scheme for 


a while. 


For one reason—the export trade of 
the United States would stop automati- 


cally if prices went up to any such altitude. 
And if export trade stopped, production 
would have to be cut down in correspond- 
euce or the surplus would crush the price 
set-up and wreck the whole scheme. Pro- 
ducers would lose in prices what they got 
The author says he evolved the idea 
while ‘on the tramp”, apparently from 
choice rather than necessity. That explains 
a good deal, and suggests a good deal as 
to the outcome if the scheme were tried. 
Too many people would want to be 
‘tramps”’ if they could draw pensions for 
it. Who would do the work?

| Today's Text 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


Lack of iodine is the essential cause of that 
form of thyroid enlargement known as simple 
goiter. This disorder is prevalent in certain dis- 
tricts which have come to be called goiter belts; 
is more common in women than in men; and is 
most likely to appear during certain periods of 
life. Thus, it is most often found during 
adolescence when important changes ate taking 
place in the ductless glands, or during the child- 
bearing period, or during middle age. 

The increase in the size of the thyroid may 
take place very slowly and the only complaint 
from the patient may be that the unsightly gain 
in size produces a disfigurement. 

The thyroid is one of the family of ductless 
glands and produces a very powerful substance 
called thyroxin. The secretion of this substance 
is apparently disturbed by lack of iodine. When 
the amount of available iodine is reduced so that 
the gland is not able to supply enough thyroid 
secretion, it is common for the gland itself to in- 
crease in size, and this increase then becomes 
visible as the noticeable swelling at the front of 
the throat. 

The thyroid may enlarge as the result of 
several causes. In goiter belts such enlargement 
is the direct result of failing to secure enough 
iodine. Or, the enlargement may be the result 
of an increased demand on the part of the body 
for thyroxin. I am convinced there is still an- 
other cause and that is the patient not getting 
enough iodine—not because it is lacking in the 
food, but because it is not being used properly 
in the body after iodine-bearing foods are taken. 

Goiter has been found even in districts near 
the seashore, where natural food iodine is plen- 
tiful in the diet. Many times it is true that one 
person in a family will develop goiter and this 
one individual will be found to use the samé 
amount of iodine-bearing foods as the other 
members of the family who do not develop goi- 
ters. In such cases, it seems to me that instead 
of the cause being not enough iodine, the cause 
is the presence of something which is interfer- 
ing with the normal use of iodine being supplied. 

It has been my experience that the most 
probable cause of cases of simple iodine is the 
over-use of starches in the diet. I am therefore 
firmly convinced that the most satisfactory way 
of causing the enlarged thyroid to grow smal] 
is to control the amount of s 
patient.

Questions And Answers 

QUESTION—Johnson W. inquires: “What 
happens to paraffin when it gets into the human 
digestive tract? Would swallowing a small 
amount be harmful?” 

ANSWER: Paraffin is chemically indifferent 
to the digestive juices and after being swallowed 
simply passes through the body without being 
changed in any way There is no harm in its 
use. It is extensively used to make food ¢on- 
tainers water-proof—both paper and cardboard 
being treated with it go that foods may be car- 
ried without leakage. I understand that paraffin 
used in the manufacture of ice 
creams and confections having a chocolate cov- 
ering—if it were harmful, such use would not be 
permitted. Pure paraffin is a waxy substance 
which is colorless, tasteless and odorless. Chem- 
ically, it is inert; that is, it does not affect other 
substances with which it comes in contact. 

QUESTION—Mrs. W. M. wants to know: 
“When a patient wishes to open pimples on the 
face in order to get the pus out of them, should 
the needle be sterilized by holding in a flame?” 

NSWER: If this is done at home, the needle 
should be sterilized. Furthermore, care should 
be taken to keep soiled fingernails away from 
the pimple. First wash the hands well with 
soapy water and then cover the tips of the nails 
with sterile gauze or cotton before attempting to 
“squeeze” the pimple. Once the pus is removed, 
keep the hands away from the pimple thereafter.

An astounding increase in the 


number and speed of automobiles 
on our streets and highways, 
without any corresponding im- 
provement in drivers, is one of 
the chief factors underlying our 
traffic problems today.
